They have, however, all resided at their own cost, during each session, near the college, 
and have been in constant attendance at their duties.

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RETURNS RELATING TO QUEEN’S COLLEGES 



RETURN showing the Name, Emolument, and Duties of any other Office, held or 

enjoyed by the President, Vice-President, or other Member of Council, since the Opening 

of the College. 

The President is ex officio a member of the University Senate, and by request of the 
Government of tiie late Sir Robert Peel, he continues to hold a seat on the Board ot 
National Education, and on the Board of Charitable Bequests. 

The duties require occasional attendance at the meetings of these three bodies. 

There is no emolument attached to any of them. 

He resigned the office of the agency of the Synod of Ulster on being appointed Presi- 
dent, the emolument of which was 300 Z. per annum. 

The Vice-President is also Professor of Chemistry in the college. He holds no other 
office. 

The other members of the council all hold professorships in the college, the duties of 
which they perform. The emoluments vary from 100 l. to 250 Z. per annum. There is no 
emolument attached to the office of member of council. 

The Dean of the Science Division of the Faculty of Arts, during the session 1849-50, 
acted as overseer of deserted children for the parish of Belfast ; the emolument was 40 Z. 
per annum. He was member of the Board of Water Commissioners, which met weekly; 
emolument, 16 Z. ; and he was receiver of rents for a small property under the Court of 
Chancery; emolument, 20 Z. He holds no other office. These duties have in no way 
interfered with his attendance at college. 

The Dean of this division, during the session 1851-52, was Examiner of St. John’s 
College, Cambridge. 

The duties were performed by deputy. He was also Local Secretary to the British 
Association. 

The emoluments of these two posts were none. 

The Dear, of the Literary Division of the Faculty of Arts, during the sessions 1851-52, 
and 1852-53, has held the office of assistant preacher in the parish church of Beliast. 
Emolument, 30 /. per annum. 

The Dean of the Science Division of the Faculty of Arts, for the session 1852-53, has 
acted as chemist to the Chemico-Agricultural Society of Ulster. Emolument nominally 
nett 100 Z. per annum. The duties have never interfered with his attendance at college. 

In addition to the duties of his professorship, he has delivered in the college two lectures 
on the diseases of farm animals and on medical jurisprudence, for which no emolument 
was allocated. 

The Dean of the Faculty of Law, for the session 1850-51, held the office of Professor of 
Political Economy in Trinity College, Dublin ; its duties were to deliver nine lectures during 
the year. The emolument was 100 Z. per annum. 

In the session 1852-53 he was appointed Secretary to the Government Commission of 
Inquiry connected with Trinity College. In consequence of this, at his request, the Presi- 
dent declared his office at council vacant, and his place was filled by another party. His 
duties as professor were performed by deputy. 

No other member of council has held any other office, except his professorship in 
college.

university and college business ; the university charter requiring the college to be repre- 
sented by the President at every meeting of the senate. 

The President being thus required by charter to be frequently absent from the college on 
public educational business, his attendance at meetings of the college council is not ren- 
dered obligatory by the statutes (an officer, the Vice-President, being appointed to replace 
him during these absences). The President has, however, usually been able to attend the 
meetings of council with great regularity.

The President of Queen’s College, Cork, holds the office of director of the Museum of 
Irish Industry, the duties of which office consist in the general direction and supervision 
of the Museum. These duties are fulfilled during the several recesses of the Queen’s Col- 
lege (long vacation, four months; Christmas and Easter recesses, one month), and during 
the times of the attendances of the President in Dublin required by charter for university 
and college purposes. The salary of this office is 300 /. per annum ; other emoluments 
none. 

The President of Queen’s College, Cork, is also officially by charter a member of the 
senate of the Queen’s University. The duty of this office is to attend all meetings in 
Dublin for university business, as well of full senate as of committees, of all which the 
President is a member ; and so indispensable is this attendance of the President in Dublin, 
that, in case of necessary absence, the Vice-President of the college becomes a senator by 
charter for the occasion, and should attend in Dublin, his lectures and other college duties 
being suspended for the time. No salary or emoluments is attached to this office.

were in Residence at said College. 

With reference to the Return sought for, showing the number of days in each session since 
the opening of this college that the respective President, Vice-President, and members of 
council were in attendance at their colleges, it is to be observed that no daily record is kept 
of the attendance or casual absence of these officers, but their general attendance can be 
stated from their presence at council and their performance of other collegiate duties. 

The President or Vice-President have not, properly speaking, resided in the collegia since 
its opening, as their official residences are still uninhabitable owing to the very defective 
manner in which the building of the college has been executed; and the other members of 
the council have no residence within the college. 

From the defective state of the building, the President has been compelled to provide a 
residence, at a very large expense, near the college, where he has continually resided, except 
when absent on collegiate or University business, and for some months during the vacations 
in the years 1850 and 1851. 

Session 1849-50. 

Each collegiate session commences on the third Tuesday of October, and terminates on 
the second Saturday of June. 

The President was at the college from its opening in October 1849 until the 22d June 
1850, with the excepiion of about five weeks, for part of which time he was engaged in 
Dublin on collegiate business, and during the remainder was detained by the illness of a 
near relative. 

The Vice-President, the Rev. J. P. O’Toole, having been appointed at the commencement 
of the second term of the session (in January 1850), attended the college from the period of 
his appointment to the end of the session, except that he was occasionally absent for a few 
days. 

All the professors who were members of the council were constantly in attendance 
throughout the session, with the exception of the representative of the Law Faculty, who is 
required to attend only two terms, of about three weeks each, in the session. 

Session 
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Session 1850-51. 

The President was at the college from before its opening in October 1850 until the 1st 
of August 1851, more than a month after the close of the college session, with the exception 
of about three weeks, when he was engaged in Dublin on collegiate business. 

The Vice-President was in attendance throughout the session. 

The attendance of other professors who composed the council for this session was exactly 
the same as in preceding session. 

Session 1851-52. 

The President has been constantly at the college throughout this session, with the 
exception of about two months in the spring of 1852, when he was occupied constantly 
with university business. He has since been repeatedly obliged to attend meetings of the 
senate of the Queen’s University. 

The Vice-President was in attendance at the college from the opening of the session to 
the 26th March, 1852, after which date to the remainder of the session, he was absent from 
the college. 

The attendance of the professors, who comprised the council for this session, was exactly 
the same as in the preceding sessions. 

Session 1852-53. 

The President has been constantly in attendance from the opening of the session to the 
present time, except that during the last three weeks he was absent in London on important 
collegiate business. 

The Vice-President, Joseph O’Leary, Esq., who was appointed in January 1853, came to 
the colleo-e on the 8th February, and has constantly attended to the present date. 

The attendance of the professors, who are members of the council, has, up to the present 
time, been exactly the same as in the preceding sessions.
